The following information, may be of 


service to voters: 


In each precinct there are two judges, 


two inspoctorfl, two clerks and two bal- 
lot clerks, making eight members of the 
election board. A person desiring to 
vote gives his name and address to one 
of tho ballot clerks, who calls it out, and 
if tho other ballot clerk finda it on the 
register he repeats tho name and ad- 
dress. A challenge may then be inter- 
posed. If no challenge is made or if the 
challenge is overruled the ballot clork 
gives tho person a ticket. Every ticket 
is numbered, the numbers being con- 
secutive. The number on tho ticket is 
entered on the register opposite the 
person's name. He than goes into the 
place inclosed by the guard rail and en- 
ters a booth to mark his ticket. A 
stamp with an X and necessary pads 
aud ink are in the booth. He etampaa 
cross in the square to the right of 
the 
name 
of 
each 
candidate 


for whom he wishes to vote. He la al- 
lowed ten minutes if necessary to mark 
the ballot, but no longer. Before leav- 
ing the booth he shall fold his ballot, 
doing it in such a way that the number 
may appear on the outside. This is doae 
by doubling it thrae times. 


The law aays that then "the voter 


shall deliver it folded to the inspector, 
who shall announce in an audible tone of 
voice tho name of the voter and the 
number of his ballot. The ballot clerk 
having the register in charge, if he finds 
the number to correspond with the 
number marked opposite the voter s 
name on the register shall, in like man- 
ner, repeat the name and number, and 
ahall mark opposite the name the word 
'voted.' The inspector shall then sep- 
arate the number from the ballot, and 
shall deposit the ballot in tho box. Tho 
numbers of all ballots voted shall be im- 
mediately destroyed." Thus there is no 
evidence kept ag to which is the par- 
ticular ballot cast by any voter. 


It a voter spoila a ballot he may return 


It to the ballot clerk and get another. 
If ho epoila the second he can return it 
and get a third, hut no more than three 
ballots can be obtained by any individual. 
The spoiled ballots, unused ballots, and 
those voted must make up tho number 
given to them. 


Anv voter who in nnahle to read and 


who declares so under oath, miy receive 
the assistance of any election officer be 
may choose. 


No person shall ask another at a poll- 


ing place for Wu om he intends to vote. 


It is forbidden the voter to placo any 


mark upon his ballot by which it maybe 
afterwards identified as the one voted Uy 
him.

In view 
ol tho depredations in Old Mexico the 
Mexican iiovernmeat detail of tbe Fifth 
regimeut, numberiiiK 'Hty men from tho 
City of Chihuahua, lias been ordered to 
tbe supposed hiding place of the savages 
in the Hierra Mudrea, and after hurried 
marcbes the troops reached the foothills 
on Tuesday morning. They were riding 
along unsuspiciously of danger when 
tbey were attacked from ambush by the 
savages, and Captitin D.Y. Domntos and 
Lieutenant Garcia, who were riding in 
advance of the soldiers, were both shot 
through the head ami instantly killed. 
When the troops recovorad from their 
surprise battlo was given tho Inriianp, 
but after a short (skirmishing fire, in 
which several soldiers were wounded, 
the renegades made 1 heir escape into the 
mountaiuH. The troops pureued (or a 
short distance, but fearing another am- 
bush retreated. News of tbe d saster 
were sent to the City of Mexico and tbe 
government issued orders for 500 troops 
to pure no the uiurderere.
